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RN Licenses will Indicate Single-State
Status after January 1, 2003

Effective January 2003, licenses issued by the Texas
Board of Nurse Examiners (BNE) will indicate whether a
RN's license can be used in a compact state. Printed
licenses for RNs who have not declared Texas as their
primary state of residence (PSR) will be marked with the
designation "Valid only in Texas."

The BNE is now required to indicate single state status
dueto Policy 1.11 of the Nurse Licensure Compact. The
policy was developed by state-designated compact
administrators and was approved on March 4, 2002.
The purpose of the policy was to clearly identify licenses
issued by a Compact State that are invalid in all other
party states.

RNs who wish to check their declaration of PSR can visit
the BNE's web site located at www.bne.state.tx.us and
perform an online verification. The declared residency
will be listed on the result page under MSR Compact
(Multi-State Recognition). Any designation other than
TX or lack of a designation is defined as a single state
license.

RNs may re-declare residency by completing a Sworn
Declaration Form. The form can be downloaded at Ftp:/
/www.bne.state.tx.us/declare-psr.pdf. For more infor-
mation about the Multistate Licensure Compact, visit the
National Council of State Boards of Nursing's web site
located at www.ncsbn.org.

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A Word from the Executive Director
Going Paperless

Organizations and businesses in the public and private sectors
find themselves drowning in paper. The accumulation of files
kept for legitimate business purposes can take over rooms and
even floors. Many of these documents are essential to
maintain or record legal transactions, including licensure
applications. The costs associated with maintaining paper and
other media such as microfiche records include storage units
and space, mailing paper notices, licenses and other
information.

The Board has discussed strategies to reduce the amount of paper in our offices
and the cost of mailing paper to our licensees. Other agencies and organizations
have implemented initiatives to reduce these fiscal and administrative burdens.
Superintendent Leonard Merrell of the Katy Independent School District says, “It's
time for us to think in terms of how technology can help us do our jobs more
efficiently and more effectively®." This school district began having paperless board
meetings in 1999. Board materials are made available to members on a secure
web site prior to meetings. Members view these materials electronically before the
meeting and on laptop computers atthe meeting. The district estimates this project
has saved them $5,000 - $5,500 a year in printing costs alone. The National
Council of State Boards of Nursing has done something similar, but they provide
the materials on a CD to each of their Board members.

Inrecentyears, electronic imaging technologies have made possible the reduction
of paper files. Scanners create electronic images of paper files and store them in
file servers for later retrieval. The Federal Administrative Office of the U.S. Courts
plans to electronically archive 30 years worth of documents. They acknowledge
that there are drawbacks to this type of storage, “...the search for a particular
document may yield millions of returns — far too many to make finding the desired
document practical.”? However, for many organizations the benefits may outweigh
potential disadvantages. In 2000, the Texas Health Professions Council,
consisting of the health professions licensing boards, purchased an electronic
imaging system for archiving and retrieving documents. Licensing files,
disciplinary orders and Board materials are being archived. The Boards have
found that access to documents is quick and easy. Staffs do not have to search
crowded file cabinets or access paper documents from off-site archives. This
expedites board business.

Several Boards of Nursing offer online renewal in addition to the traditional paper
process. Inorder to reduce postage and printing costs, the lowa Board of Nursing
changed their renewal process by sending a post card to remind nurses to renew.
The nurse has the option of downloading the renewal form from the Board’s web
site or renewing online. Lorinda Inman, Executive Director of the lowa Board of
Nursing, estimates that 80%-90% of lowa nurses now renew online.® The Texas
Board of Nurse Examiners offers online renewal but still sends a paper renewal
form to each nurse.

It is clear that technologies and creative strategies to reduce paper must be
explored. What future directions the BNE will choose to address these problems
are not fully defined yet; however, the Board has decided to pursue electronic
board meeting materials and encourages all licensees to renew their licenses
online. Online renewal is quick and easy. It can be done from home, work, or the
public library. | did it myself and found it much easier than the paper process. |
encourage you to try it.

Board Proposes Revision of Rules 221.4(b) and 221.5,
relating to Advanced Practice Nurses

At its October 24, 2002, meeting, the Board voted unanimously to propose changes to two sections of Rule 221,
relating to advanced practice nurses. The first proposed change addresses the requirement that an applicant for
authorization to practice as an advanced practice nurse obtain national certification within two years of his/her
program completion date [§221.4(b)]. Over the last year, the Board has received numerous petitions for waiver of
this requirement from advanced practice nurses who were authorized to practice in other states where national
certificationis notarequirement. The Board charged its Advanced Practice Nursing Advisory Committee (APNAC)
with reviewing this requirement and making a recommendation regarding any necessary changes. APNAC
recommended that the Board maintain the requirement that advanced practice nurses obtain national certification
but eliminate the two year time limitation. This change should make it easier for experienced advanced practice
nurses who practice in states where certification is not required to obtain authorization to practice in Texas after
obtaining national certification in the appropriate advanced role and specialty area.

The first change served as a catalyst for a change to the requirements for new graduate advanced practice nurses
(8221.5). APNAC recommended decreasing the provisional authorization period to no more than one year. In
addition, the applicant must cease practice inthe advanced role and specialty if he/she fails the national certification
examination on the first attempt. He/she may, however, continue to practice as a registered nurse. The proposed
revision also eliminates the requirement that the individual complete a program for re-education if he/she does not
pass the national certification examination within a certain time period. The proposed change provides assurance
to the public that the practice of new graduate advanced practice nurses who fail the national certification
examination on the first attempt is appropriately monitored by another qualified advanced practice nurse or
physician.
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Note: At press time for this January, 2003, edition of the RN Update, the public comment period for the proposed delegation
rules was not concluded. Therefore, please be advised that any comments received by the BNE suggesting substantive
change may delay the implementation of either or both rules. Due to the impact of these proposed RN delegation rules across
a wide-spectrum of practice areas, the Board did not wish to delay announcing the proposed changes. Please check the BNE

web page for the latest information.

New Delegation Rules Proposed

The 77" Texas Legislature (2001) passed House Bill 456, charging the BNE to form a task force to review the BNE’s
current delegation chapter (22 TAC Chapter 218) and make recommendations regarding the provision of health
maintenance tasks to people with functional disabilities in independent living environments. The Assistance with
Functional Disabilities (AFD) Task Force was appointed in November 2001, and met five times during the 2002
calendar year. A sub-committee also met several times to work on proposed rule language. The result was a
proposal fortwo (2) new delegation rules. These proposed rules were published inthe Texas Register on November
22, 2002, with a 30-day comment period. One rule (proposed 22 TAC, §224) would apply to RN delegation to
unlicensed personnel in acute care environments or for clients with acute conditions. This rule is not substantially
different from the provisions currently part of rule 218, and the task force did not focus on this rule.

The second delegation rule (proposed 22 TAC §225) relates to RN delegation in independent living environments
for clients with stable and predictable conditions. This proposed rule will replace and significantly alter what is in
Section 218.8 of the current delegation rule. Key components of this rule include:

- Tasks are divided into three categories: activities of daily living (ADLS), health maintenance
activities (HMAs), and nursing tasks.

- The client or the client’s responsible adult must be able to participate in decisions related to the
client’s health care needs. If the participation of a responsible adult is necessary, the physical
presence of the responsible adult may or may not be required, depending on the RN'’s assess-
ment of factors set forth in the rule.

- Provided certain criteria are met, the RN may determine that ADLs and some HMA activities in
the independent living environment do not require delegation for a given client. Once the task(s)
is/are determined by the RN to be “exempt” from delegation, and assuming the RN uses good
professional judgment in making this determination, the RN is not responsible for overseeing the
unlicensed person’s performance of these tasks. The assessment would be that either the client
or the client’s responsible adult would be capable of directing the unlicensed person in perfor-
mance of tasks not requiring delegation. Re-assessment by the RN at appropriate intervals or
when the client’s condition changes must be incorporated into the nursing care plan.

- Even if a task cannot be exempted from delegation in the independent living environment, this
would not preclude the RN from delegating a given task to an unlicensed person, provided the
task does not require independent nursing judgment.

The AFD Task Force and the Board feel that this expansion of the delegation rule provides for client safety in
independentliving environments while promoting greater client choice and control in the community-based setting,
where the traditional “illness” model is too limiting. The delegation flowchart pictured on page 5 shows how Rule
225 may be applied. Content of the full rules with preambles may be viewed through the on-line version of the Texas

Implementation date for the new rules will be posted on the BNE web page once the rules are adopted.

Board Adopts Emergency Amendment to Rule 217.18 Concerning RNFAs

The Board met on October 24, 2002, and approved the adoption on an emergency basis of an amendment

to 8

217.18 that addresses the minimum requirements for registered nurses functioning as first assistants in surgical
settings. The Board also voted to propose the adoption of the amendment. The emergency amendmentthat mirrors
the proposed amendment was submitted to the Texas Register on October 28, 2002, and became effective upon
filing. The nursing community has reported that there are a significant number of RNs first assisting who do not meet
the criteria of current rule 217.18. These alternate criteria would permit certain RNs to continue to first assist until
January 1, 2005. After that date, all RNs who elect to first assist must meet the criteria specified in the Nursing

Practice Act. The emergency rule 217.18 that is now in effect is as follows:

/
§217.18 Registered Nurse First Assistants

(a) Qualifications for registered nurse first assistants (RNFA):

(1) A registered nurse who wishes to function as a first assistant (RNFA) in surgery shall submit an
application for registration and all applicable fees to the Board and shall submit evidence
including, but not limited to, the following:

(A) Current licensure as a registered nurse in the State of Texas or reside in any party state
and hold a current, valid registered nurse license in that state;

(B) has a current national certification (CNOR) in perioperative nursing; and

(C) has completed a nurse first assistant educational program approved by an organization
recognized by the Board; or

(D) has a current certification as a registered nurse first assistant (CRNFA) by a national

certifying body recognized by the Board.

(2) After review by the Board, naotification of registration shall be mailed to the RNFA informing him/
her that the registration process has been completed.

(3) The registered nurse whose functions include acting as a first assistant in surgery shall know
and conform to the Texas Nursing Practice Act; current Board rules, regulations, and standards
of professional nursing; and all federal, state and local laws, rules, and regulations affecting the
RNFA specialty area. When collaborating with other health care providers, the RNFA shall be
accountable for knowledge of the statutes and rules relating to RNFAs and function within the
scope of the registered nurse.

(4) A registered nurse functioning as a first assistant in surgery shall comply with the standards set
forth by the AORN.

(b) A registered nurse not qualifying under subsection (a) of this section may engage in the activities
and functions associated with first assisting until January 1, 2005 if:
(1) Was actively engaged in the activities and functions associated with first
assisting as of March 1, 2002;
(2) Does not use any titles to imply that the person is a first assistant or otherwise
hold him/herself out as a first assistant;
(3) Functions under the delegated authority of a physician;
(4) Has current licensure as a registered nurse in the State of Texas or resides in
any party state and holds a current, valid registered nurse license in that state;
(5) Has perioperative nursing experience that meets at least one of the following
criteria:
(A) 500 hours of experience first assisting as of March 1, 2002;
(B) 2 years of experience in perioperative nursing as of March 1, 2002 ; or
(C) Current national certification in perioperative nursing (CNOR); and
(6) Complies with the Standards of Professional Nursing Practice in Rule
217.11(12) relating to RNs accepting only assignments that take into consideration patient
safety and that are commensurate with an RN’s educational preparation, experience,
knowledge and physical and emotional ability.

(c) Effective January 1, 2005, the exceptions outlined in subsection (b) of this section no longer apply,
and any registered nurse engaging in activities and functions associated with first assisting must
meet the requirements outlined in subsection (a) of this section.

When a Complaint has been Filed Against You...

When a complaint is filed against a nurse, it is one of over 2000 complaints the Board receives annually.
It can come from many sources. Many complaints, however, do not provide enough information to specifically
identify a particular nurse, can be designated as a "minor incident", allege conduct which even if proven would not
constitute a violation of the Nursing Practice Act (NPA), or are not within the Board's authority. Inordertothoroughly
investigate the complaint to determine whether a violation of the NPA or Board rules occurred, the staff of the Board
conducts the investigation in the following manner.

Once a complaint is determined to contain a credible allegation(s), it is assigned a priority number based
onthe urgency of the complaint, and assigned an investigator with a background in either criminal justice or nursing.
The investigator then sends the nurse notice of the allegations unless such notice would jeopardize the
investigation. The notice letter is sent to the nurse's address of record. Itis imperative and mandated that a nurse
keep his/her address updated in order to receive all the necessary correspondence. Itis also to the nurse's benefit
to pick up the certified mail that comes to him/her because the investigation will proceed whether the nurse responds
or not. The outcome for a nurse who ignores the notices will be much more detrimental than by responding and
cooperating with the investigation. Many times a nurse is his/her own best advocate.

After receiving notice of the allegations, the nurse is requested to respond in writing and demonstrate
compliance with the NPA and/or the Board's rules, or admit to the allegation with or without mitigating factors. The
investigator, his/her supervisor, and the Director of Enforcement then review the complaint, the nurse's response,
and the evidence to determine whether the investigation should continue or be closed.

If the case remains open, in most cases the nurse will be invited to attend an informal conference. Many
ofthe cases settle atthe informal phase. The informal conferences are generally held on Tuesdays and are attended
by the executive director or her designee, the Board's attorney(s), the Director of Enforcement, and the investigator
assigned to the case. Other members of the Staff may be in attendance for their expertise or for observation or
training purposes. The nurse may attend in person or, in certain circumstances, by telephone, with or without an
attorney who has submitted a letter of representation, and any other individual the nurse wishesto attend for support.
The conference is not open to the public, but Board members may attend at various times. The location of the
informal meeting is at the Board's offices in Austin, Texas. The Staff and the nurse review the evidence gathered
and the Staff panel asks the nurse questions based on the information. The nurse may question the Staff and show
that he/she has complied withthe NPA. The nurse thenis asked to leave the room while the Staff discuss a possible
resolution to the matter. The resolution recommended can range from no action being taken (closed) to asking a
nurse to voluntarily surrender her/his license. If a sanction is recommended and the nurse agrees to the proposed
resolution, she/he will wait approximately three (3) weeks for an agreed order to be drafted and sent to his/her
attorney or him/her. Ifthe nurse does not agree with the proposed resolution, the Staff will then file Formal Charges,
if they have not been previously filed. The charges are public, and the case is set for hearing at the State Office
of Administrative Hearings (SOAH).

When a nurse receives the formal charges, she/he must file a written response to those charges to prevent
adefault order from being entered in his/her case. The effect of a default order is that all the allegations are deemed
true, and an appropriate sanction is recommended by the Staff and submitted to the Board for its consideration.
Therefore, it is very important that a nurse respond to the formal charges.

The formal hearing process is public and the case is heard by an administrative law judge. The hearing is
conducted in a hearing room and the Staff and nurse present evidence subject to the Texas Rules of Evidence.
Based on this evidence, the judge issues a recommendation (Proposal for Decision) for the Board's consideration.
The Board is responsible for making the final decision. The Board reserves the right to approve, amend, or reject
any proposed agreed order or judicial recommendation. After ratification, the order becomes a public document
and is mailed to the nurse or his/her counsel of record, the complainant, and the nurse's last known employer. The
action is statutorily required to be reported in the Board's newsletter, RN Update, and to the Healthcare Integrity
and Protection Data Bank (HIPDB). Though disciplinary actions are part of a nurse's permanent record, when the
stipulations or probation conditions are successfully completed, the nurse will be issued an unencumbered license.

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PRACTICE Q & A

Iwork inthe ER where several technical staff are also qualified as emergency medical technicians (EMTS)
and paramedics (EMT-Ps). Some of these staff are “licensed paramedics” when they are working for EMS.
There is confusion on all sides as to whether RNs should delegate to these members of the ER staff, or if
they can practice under their credentials the same as they do in the pre-hospital setting.

Even though there are newly revised delegation rules on the horizon (see related article on pages 4-5 of thisissue),
the answer to this question would be the same whether applying Rule 218 (in effect since 5/2000) or the newly
proposed Rule 224 (which may be adopted by the time this article goes to press). Both of these delegation rules
describe the requirements for RN delegation to unlicensed personnel in an acute care environment such as the
Emergency Room.

BNE staff confirmed with the Bureau of Emergency Management, under the Texas Department of Health, that the
laws governing EMTs and Paramedics in 25 TAC §157.2 are limited to performing duties in the “pre-hospital and
inter-facility transport” settings. Therefore, whether certified or licensed, the BNE delegation rules view EMTSs,
paramedics, or other similarly trained staff as “unlicensed assistive personnel”’(UAPs) when working in acute care
in-patient settings, such as the Emergency Room. The NPA and Board Rules are available in their entirety on our
web site at www.bne.state.tx.us.

Each RN decides on a case-by-case basis what nursing tasks may be delegated in accordance with the applicable
delegation rule. It should be noted that position descriptions developed by employing institutions cannot mandate
RN delegation, nor can RN delegation be forced by facility policy or physician order. Further, BNE delegation rules
clarify that it is not delegation when the UAP is directly assisting a RN by carrying out nursing activities in the
presence of a RN.

The RN does retain responsibility for delegating tasks that are “reasonable and prudent” within the bounds of the
rule. It doesn’t necessarily mean the RN has delegated inappropriately if there happens to be a negative outcome,
however, the RN would have to be able to explain his/her critical thinking and rationale for delegating the task that
lead to the negative outcome. The BNE has no jurisdiction in civil matters, so we cannot speak to “liability” issues.

There are also tasks which may be delegated by a physician to persons considered to be “unlicensed” in acute care
settings. The physician must be willing/make the decision to delegate the task(s) and such delegation must be
permitted by hospital policy. BNE staff cannot speak as experts on the Board of Medical Examiner’s Rules, however
Rule 193 of the BME Rules addresses “physician delegation.” You may wish to contact the BME at (512)305-7010,
or check their web site at www.tsbme.state.tx.us for more information on this law. The delegation rules also address
the RN who may be supervising an unlicensed person to whom the physician has delegated tasks. The RN always
has a responsibility to protect client safety[8217.11(5)], so the RN still has a duty to intervene if he/she sees
something being done incorrectly by the unlicensed person, and to notify the ordering practitioner of the incident.

Jeannie Marie Miata
a.k.a.: Jeanine Marie Hannah

Jeannie Marie Miata procured a license to practice professional nursing in the State of
Texas on June 4, 2002, by presenting the name, social security number, and education
information of Jeanine Marie Hannah, who is a licensed registered nurse in the State of
Oregon. Ms. Miata secured employment as a registered nurse with two different
hospitals during a period of time from June, 2002, through July, 2002. Upon further
investigation, it was found that Ms. Miata was previously licensed to practice professional
nursing in the State of Oregon. The State of Oregon revoked Jeannie Marie Miata’'s
license on May 8, 2001, pursuant to her conviction of “Theft in the First Degree”, in
Multnomah County Circuit Court, Portland, Oregon, on December 6, 2000, and court-
ordered restrictions from the Circuit Court of the State of Oregon for Multhomah County,
which forbids Respondent from engaging in any care for the elderly in assisted living or
residential care setting. On July 22, 2002, the Board of Nurse Examiners for the State of
Texas temporarily suspended the professional nursing license of Jeanine Marie Hannah,
a.k.a. Jeannie Marie Miata. On November 12, 2002, the Board of Nurse Examiners for
the State of Texas revoked the professional nursing license of Jeanine Marie Hannah,
a.k.a. Jeannie Marie Miata. Criminal charges against Ms. Miata are pending in Hildago
County.

Nova Lynn Wilson
a.k.a. Nova Lynn Jamerson

Ms. Wilson secured employment as a Medical Service Consultant with a company inthe Dallas,
Texas, area and worked from June 24, 2002 through October 24, 2002. Ms. Wilson told the
employer that she was not able to provide a copy of her Texas Nursing License, which was
required for the position. Instead she listed her credentials as well as a license number on her
resume and application. Throughout Ms. Wilson’s employment with the company, she advised
and consulted patients and signed RN after her name on letters and fax cover sheets. On
October 24, 2002, the Branch Manager, contacted the Enforcement Department after seeing
Ms. Wilson’s name in the RN Update as an Imposter. After a Social Security Number and birth
date were provided it was verified that Ms. Wilson did not hold a valid license to practice in the
State of Texas. The licence number Ms. Wilson provided was issued to another registered
nurse. On October 24, 2002, Ms. Wilson was suspended without pay until further notice and
she was terminated October 26, 2002. Ms. Wilson's case has been referred to the Dallas
County District Attorney’s Office.

Patrice E. Clayton

Patrice E. Clayton secured employment as a substitute registered nurse with a school district,
and worked from August 16, 2002, through September 13, 2002. Ms. Clayton substituted as
the registered nurse on September 3 & 4, 2002. She signed RN after her name in the medical
records for students. On September 13, 2002 the supervisor requested a copy of her license
and Ms. Clayton told them that she had a federal license and she could practice anywhere in
the US. The supervisor contacted the Board office and verified that Ms. Clayton did not hold
alicense to practice professional nursing in the State of Texas. Ms. Clayton told the supervisor
that she would talk to the Board and straighten out the mistake. Ms. Clayton later called the
supervisor and told her that she had straightened out the mistake and wanted to substitute
again. The supervisor told her that they would not allow her to substitute as an RN. Ms.
Clayton’s case was referred to the New Braunfels Police Department.
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Barbara Heming Houston

Barbara Heming Houston voluntarily surrendered her license to practice professional nursing in
the State of Texas on March 30, 2001. Ms. Houston applied for a position as a Nurse Legal
Consultant with a law firm in Austin, Texas. When the supervisor asked to verify her license,
Ms. Houston provided a forged, fraudulent letter from the Board indicating that she was
currently licensed as a professional nurse in the State of Texas. The case has been referred
to the Travis County District Attorney’s office.
